the town, but most of the efforts have 
ended about 
where 
they 
began. 


Every man who lias been in business 
in tliis city for any length of time 
has experienced the inconvenience of 
having packages that were wanted in 
a 
hurry 
go 
to 
Grand Rapids, 


Michigan, with the consequence that 
it often took weeks to get them. 
In 


the case of freight, it often 
took 


longer yet, and in some cases the 
freight never showed up. 


What agcravated the matter more 


than anything else, wa's the fact that 
Grand Rapids, Michigan, is so much 
largpr and more prominent place than 
this. 
The time may come when our 


city 
will 
rival 
Grand 
Rapids, 


Michigan, in size, but it is doubtful 
if any of the present inhabitants will 
live to see the day. 


There is only one objection that 


could possibly be put up against the 
change in name, and that is senti- 
ment. 
Some of the older inhabitants 


who have lived here the greater part 
of their lives may object 
to the 


change because the associations of a 
life time are mixed up 
with it. 


They are not to blame for feuliug in 
the way they do" about tho matter, 
but nevertheless should give way to 
more advanced ideas.

observed In the poultry yard the birds 
become Infested with vermin, which 
set up a certain amount of irritation, 
and to overcome this tho fowls are 
constantly picking at their feathers. 


Thero are usually two ways of do- 


ing anything, the right way and the 
wrong way. 
The wrong way to feed 


steers Is to feed thorn without hogs 
following. 
The waste that hogs get 


is sometimes the only profit there is 
in the transaction. 


Poultry raising In Germany has not 


kept pace with "the demands of the 
market. Imports of poultry Into Ger- 
many have Increased in 20 years from 
$500,000 annually to nearly $60,000,- 
000 worth at tho present time, an in- 
crease that Is almost Incredible. 


During recent years the pea vines 


have risen to the dignity of a by-prod- 
uct from which the factories derive 
considerable profit. 
They are now 


utilized for silage or fed to stock In 
a fresh state or cured for hay. They 
make a sllago superior In value to 
corn silage. 


For breeding stock, 
growth 
and 


vigor are desired, and, to promote 
the best growth and development, a 
considerable part of the ration should 
be made up of a feed rich in protein. 
The feed, however,, should not be too 
concentrated. Corn may be used In 
connection 
with other material but 


at no time should it constitute over 
one-half of the entire ration. 


Vicious bulls are generally made BO 


by unwise treatment when they are 
young, giving them too much liberty 
or using them cruelly. 
It ia well to 


use them kindly, but they should be 
trusted no more than Is necessary, for 
It sometimes happens that a bull that 
has been quiet suddenly and unexpect- 
edly becomes vicious and maims 
a 


man for life or gores him to death. 


The productivity of the corn land 


may often be' increased for a time 
simply by deeper tillage and thorough 
cultivation, the effect of this treat- 
ment being to develop the latent plant 
food in the soil and to put the soil In 
good physical condition, so that the 
rfxjts of the plants may have a bet- 
t«r environment In which to grow and 
rsueive nourishment; but It must be 
understood that the Improvement In 
BOI! fertility alone is a temporary an<5 
not a permanent condition. 


Everyone should understand that 


milk is not formed in the udder, ex- 
cept in small quantities, until milking 
tlmo. Therefore, If a cow Is used to 
being milked nt a. certain hour, her 
milk flow starts at that hour, Just as 
regularly as n clock, and she will call 
and call for the milker to come and 
relieve the gorged condition.

consin at Grand Rapids are beinz 
followed by many growers. 
The 


important points iii establishing or 
improving a bog, as outlined by O. 
G. Malde, superintendent of the snb- 
Btatibn. are the planting of good 
varieties that are known to bear well 
in the section, and thorough sanding 
of bogs to improve tillage conditions 


Sncli standard varieties as Jam bo, 


Prolific. Metallic 
Bell. McFarlin, 


etc., he pointed one, should be used. 
It is poor policy to ose more than 
three or four varieties on one bog, 
and they should always be in separate 
plots, preferably with a dam between. 


About l.GOO pounds of clear vines 


per acre are 
recommended 
where 


they are planted in hills nine inches 
apart and dibbled to the depth of 
fonr inches, or through the sand. 
Where local wild varieties of cran- 
berries, which are prolific, are fonnd 
it is a good plan .. to planD some of 
this variety in a small area. 
In such 


cases o or 30 pounds of these vines 
should be sent to the cranberry sub- 
station to be planted in the nursery 
where the varieties 
are carefully 


watched and compared with 
other 


sorts. 


Growers should-be especially care- 


ful this spring, states Mr. Malde, to

He Will Aggressively Defend His 


Administration Before the 


People. 


LIVELY SPEECHES EXPECTED 


Washington Wants Exposition Mark- 


ing Opening of Panama Canal— 


Annual Appropriation for Im- 


provement of Inland Wa- 


terways Is Probable. 


Washington.—president 
Taft 
has 


been told bluntly by his advisers that 
it is time that he took the offensive 
against the critics of his administra- 
tion. 
The president has been told 


further that he has made too many 
speeches which are simply explana- 
tory of his acts and that they should 
have had more hammer 
blows In 


them directed at the heads of 
his 


enemies in and out of the party. 
It 


seems uoiv to be Mr. Taft's final-in- 
tention "vigorously to defend his ad- 
rnin'stration" before the people. 


Apparently it has seemed to the ad- 


visers of the president—his cabinet of- 
ficers as 
well 
as 
his 
non-official 


friends—that the administration's be- 
lief has been simply that all it was 
necessary for it to do was to reaf- 
firm in a general way that the so- 
called Roosevelt policies were to be 
put into effect by the aid of congress. 
-There has been 
some pretty plain 


speaking on the part of Republicans 
who fear the results of the next elec- 
tions. 
They have told the president 


that the people have had his word 
tfme and again that the Roosevelt poli- 
oies are to be carried out, but that he 
has not met in the way that he should 
the charges made by the Insurgents to 
the effect that while the measures be- 
fore congress have the appearance of 
progress an analysis shows that in 
reality they are reactionary. 


It can now be said on sufficient au- 


thority that when the president goes 
to his own home town, Cincinnati, 
early in May, and to St. Louis two 
days later, 
he 
will 
make 
some 


speeches which will be far in advance 
In the matter of aggressiveness of any- 
thing that he has delivered himself of 
before. 
It is virtually assured that 


Mr. Taft will challenge his enemies 
within the party to prove that any 
act of his has been counter to the 
pledges of progression which he made 
to the'people prior to his nomination. 


President's Error Pointed Out. 


Republicans who see the president 


frequently and who are neither mem- 
bers of congress nor of the cabinet, 
are telling him with a directness that 
friendship 
makes possible that he 


made a mistake when he was formula- 
ting his legislation in not calling into 
conference more of the Insurgents. 
The attacks that are now being made 
on the interstate commerce bill, the 
president's 
friends say, could have 


been averted if prior to the introduc- 
tion of the bill several Insurgents 
from both houses had been called into 
conference and had been asked to 
point out what they considered 
the 


weak points in the bill from the Pro- 
gressive Republican standpoint. 


When the president had the inter- 


state commerce amendments under 
consideration it is perfectly true that 
he did send for Senator Cummins, but 
now it is said that the Insurgent sena- 
tor and the'president met each other 
in a spirit of something like antago- 
nism and that a proper kind of con- 
ference was impossible. It is now said 
by some outspoken Republicans that 
if Mr. Taft had not taken it 
for 


granted that because Senator Cum- 
mins .was in opposition all other In- 
surgents would be in opposition, the 
railroad 
bill 
already 
would 
have 


passed both houses and have had the 
presidential signature affixed. 


Washington Wants Exposition. 


Washington, as the capital of the 


Union, thinks that it should be chosen 
as the site of a great exposition, in 
its nature largely representative of 
the commercial interests of the coun- 
try, to mark the time of the opening 
of the Panama canal. New Orleans, 
which is at the water gateway to the 
gulf, also thinks it should be. chosen 
for exposition honors, "and a like-feel- 
ing and desire, exists in San Francisco 
and in San Diego. It is possible that 
there may.be several expositions, but 
the chances are that one only will be 
held. The Washington business inter- 
ests are hard at work in the endeavor 
to secure recognition of the claims of 
the-city on the Potomac. 


From the moment that tje army en- 


gineers took charge of the work on 
the isthmus no one has doubted that 
the canal would be finished.on time. 
The national administration "experi- 
mented" for some time with civilian 
engineers and finally came to the con- 
clusion that the men who must be 
called upon to carry the work through 
to completion were men wlio'when or- 
dered to the job would-stay, "put."

The same conditions held In regard 


to public buildings measures. If a rep 
resentatlve In congress succeeded In 
getting from the government ,-in ai>- 
propriation for a new federal court 
house, a customs house, or a postof- 
fice, it stood as stock in trade for lifm 
when he sought re-election. It Is per- 
fectly true that there are towns in the 
United States which have public build- 
ings entirely too big and too costly for 
the volume of business 
transacted 


within their walls. It Is also perfectly 
true that In the past appropriations 
have been made for the improvement 
of harbors which seldom float a ship, 
and for the improvement of parts of 
rivers where the whistle of a steam- 
boat seldom Is beard 


In order 
lo 
escape 
concerted 


strength of opposition to public build- 
ings and rivers and harbors measures, 
it has been the custom In the past for 
the majority in congress to give just 
about as much recognition in these 
appropriation bills to the requests of 
minority members as to the requests 
of the majority members. 
This ap- 


pears to be a perfectly fair proposition 
on Its face, but frequently 
conces- 


sions were made to the minority sim- 
ply to offset concessions made to thu 
majority, concessions which the public 
service did not justify making at all. 


Lrarned Much From Europe. 


Not long ago the congressional com- 


mittee which was appointed to study 
the waterways subject, returned from 
Europe. 
It had acquired many new 


views on the subject of internal com- 
merce. 
It was the agitation on behalf ot 


the deep water ways from the lakes 
to the gulf that was responsible for 
the appointment of the congressional 
commission. 
The middle west started 


on a campaign for a 1.4-foot channel 
from the lakes down through the state 
of 
Illinois, and 
thence 
down 
the 


Mississippi to the gulf. Theodore E 
-Burton of Ohio, now tbe United States 
senator elected to succeed Joseph B. 
Foraker, was one of the men who be- 
lieved that the Mississippi valley over- 
jstimated the-value of^the 
i-l-foot 


channel down the river. For a long 
time Mr. Burton was chairman of the 
tiouse committee on rivers and har- 
bors and be exercised a tremenctoua 
influence. 
He was able to check, the 


tide of demand for great appropria- 
tions, and for bond Issues on behalf of 
interior water ways. Finally the pres- 
sure became so strong that the whole 
matter was turned over to a commis- 
sion for study and of this commission 
Mr. Burton was made chairman.

Mississippi valley. plan. 
It seems possible that an appropria- 


tion o£ $50,000,000 annually may be au- 
thorized for ten years so that 
the

probable that a bond issue will be nec- 
essary, but as .there Is considerable 
opposition to the issuing of bonds for 
this purpose it mav be some time be- 
fore the plan will be In actual opera 
tio"n.
